AA guns of about 85 mm caliber were in front of 4 garage. 
About 10 men were standing at each gun, presumably receiv- 
ing instructions.

" River bridges during the night of 21 April 1950 may have 


been elements of the mentioned urits en route to a troop 
training grounds. Although the report does not specify 
which way the columns were neading, the fact that most of 
the mentioned barracks are east oi the Elbe Kiver indicates 
that the columns were moving west, oossibly toward the 
Letzling Heath. 5 
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17 April 1950.(5) It is also possible that the colums 
belonged to units stationed in military posts east of tne 
lbe Siver which moved to the etzling Heath via ihagdeours.

Humboldtstrasse, Lennestrasse and Carl von willer-Strasse, 
Previous information indicated tiat a Third Snock Army head- 
quarters signal unit, possibly a component unit of the 105th 
Sig Regt or of the 7 No Indep Sig Bn, may be stationed there, 
The radio station which was moved from the restricted area to 
the Nachrichten Saserne is known from previous reports,
